Brief Family History 


The first Grierson to sail to America was from Scotland. 

His name was John Grierson. He married in Washington, D.C. 

on December 15, 1816. The newspaper article known as the 
National Intelligencer states that they were both of the 

city of Washington. Court House records dated December 

10, 1816 reveal that they were licensed on that day. This 
article also stated that Mary Osbourne's fathers name was 
Archibald. At this time the District of Columbia was a 

part of Maryland. The clergy residing was the Rev Mr. Collins. 


Death records for this time period are none existant & 
only begain in the District in the year 1874. There is an 
index for a listing of deaths in the health Department there 
starting at 1855. After a careful search, I found that thege 
were no probabilities. There are no Griersons nor Graysons 
nor any other variation of spellings which we Griersons are 
known for in the listing of wills from 1800 thru 1920. 


Also after a thourough search of several of the larger 
and certainly the oldest cemeteries in the District of Col- 
umbia, I concluded my search for any possible burial site of 
either John aNd’ Mary his wife. During these times of research 
some materials point out that in the conception of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia there were over 200 small cemeteries. As 
the city grew to a larger size Graves were exumed & maney t- 
ombstones while being transplanted were destroyed. Itwas an 
almost hopeless task. One~thing-we-can-be certain of and-that:™ 
is. they.are-surely..dead. 

Family bible records tell us their son John William 
Grierson was born June 12, 1819. Federal Census records and 
records from the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
tell us their son John W. Grierson was born in the District 
of Columbia. John William Grierson While living in Harrison 
County, Mississippi in 1860 states he was born in Maryland 
which was true as the D.C. area was a part of Maryland at the 
time. One can only conclude that he came to Jackson County 
in 1860 based on Census records and family history. He first 
shows up in Three Rivers, Jackson Co, Mis in 1872 as a Justice 
of the Peace. We know that the earliest record of him living co 
in the Moss Point, Miss area was in a news paper article from paca 
the Pascagoula Democrat Star where theifs Wer¢ rcbbed his home : 
there. In 1881 & again in 1886 he was found in OFleans Parish, 
Louisiana in the service of his daughters weddings. 
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One can conclude that John W. Grierson traveled a 

great deal for he was found in 1874 in Plano, Illinois 
at a Mormon conference reading a letter pertaining to 
matters of the church as the record states that John 
William Grierson was a Mormon as early as 1842. We 

know that in 1878 in the Three Rivers, Jackson Co, Miss 
area he earned credit for re-organizing a Mormon church 
which is still active today. Bible records and an 
obituary found on microfilm tell us that John W. Gri- 
erson died at Moss Point, Mississippi on December 

27, 1901 at 7;10 A.M. 


There are other ancestors inbetween of interest 
but one in particular is my grandfather Reuel Walter 
Grierson Sr., 


When once asked where our ancestors came from 
by his daughter he replied that they came from Scotland, 
but before that from Wales...

A WEDDING OF MUCH INTEREST TO A WIDE CIRCLE OF FRIENDS WAS THAT 
OF MISS AGNES GRIERSON, DAUGHTER OF MRS. ELEANOR GRIERSON OF THIS CITY, 
AND MR. LUNDY HEIDELBERG, OF PASCAGOULA. 

THE CEREMONY WAS PERFORMED AT THE BAPTIST CHURCH ON FRIDAY 
EVENING, APRIL 13TH, AT SEVEN O'CLOCK, WITH REV. J.F. BROCK OFFICIATING. 

THE BRIDE WAS BECOMINGLY ATTIRED IN A BIEGE LACE DRESS WITH 
HARMONIZING ACCESSORIES, AND WORE A CORSAGE OF WHITE SWEET PEAS. HER 
HER ONLY ATTENDANT WAS MISS PEARL COCKROFT, WHO WAS ATTRACTIVELY 
DRESSED IN A POWDER-BLUE CREPE WITH GRAY ACCESSORIES AND WORE A 
CORSAGE OF PINK SWEET PEAS. THE GROOM HAD AS HIS BEST MAN HIS BROTHER, 
PAT HEIDELBERG, OF PASCAGOULA. 

MRS. HEIDELBERG IS A GRADUATE OF THE MOSS POINT HIGH SCHOOL AND 
HAS FOR A NUMBER OF YEARS BEEN EMPLOYED IN THE OFFICE OF THE MISSISSIPPI 
EXPORT RAILROAD. 

MR. HEIDELBERG IS THE SON OF MR AND MRS. H.P. HEIDELBERG OF 
PASCAGOULA. HE IS A GRADUATE OF THE PASCAGOULA HIGH SCHOOL AND MISS 
STATE COLLEGE IN STARKVILLE, MISSISSIPPI. HE IS EMPLOYED WITH THE SOUTHERN 
KRAFT CORPORATION IN THIS CITY. F 

AFTER A SHORT HONEYMOON TRIPDOWN THE COAST, MR. AND MRS. HEIDELBERG 
RETURNED MONDAY AND HAVE TAKEN AN APARTMENT AT THE HOME OF MR. R.L. 
HEAD, WHERE THEY WILL BE GLAD TO RECIEVE FRIENDS. 4-23-1937. M.P.P. 
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JUNE 9, 1990. 

MRS. MILDRED FLORENCE GRIERSON WAS BORN: JANUARY 27, 1914. 
SHE WAS A NATIVE OF PENSACOLA, SHE LiVED IN THE SAME HOUSE FOR 
50 YEARS. SHE WAS MARRIED FOR 29 YEARS. SHE REARED ONE DAUGHTER 
TWO SONS, AND FOUR GRANDSONS. SHE WAS A WOMAN OF CHARACTER AND 
INTEGRITY. SHE WAS HONEST IN HER RELATIONSHIPS WITH OTHERS. SHE 
WAS NOT A PERSON OF PRETENSE OR SECRET HIDDEN THOUGHTS OR ACTIONS. 
BUT, RATHER SHE WAS STRAIGHT-FORWARD AND OPEN. MANY WHO POSSESS 
STRAIGHTFORWARDNESS ARE HARSH AND UNKIND, UNCARING AND UNLOVING. 
BUT MRS. MILDRED WAS PROOF THAT BEING STRAIGHFORWARD DOES NOT HAVE 
TO BE THAT. IN FACT SHE WAS JUST THE OPPOSITE. SHE WAS KIND, 
LOVING, AND CARING. A COMBINATION OF TRAITS WHICH THIS SELFISH

THOUGH SHE WAS PREPARING HERSELF FOR LIFE ACADEMICALLY TO SUPPORT 
HERSELF AFTER THE DEATH OF HER HUSBAND, OF 29 YEARS. SHE GAVE 
THAT UP IN ORDER TO MEET THE NEEDS OF HER GRANDSONS AND LITERALLY 
SPENT THE REST OF HER LIFE IN SERVICE TO THEM. 

I AM GRATEFUL FOR MY GRANDMOTHERS SACRIFICE AND WE ARE ALL ENDEBTED 
TO HER FOREVER. AND THE MEMORY OF THAT L OVE THAT SHE HAD FOR

Gentlemen; 


This is a brief autobiography of Edward Closson 
Hoisington. Iwas born, August 23, 1908 on a 40 acre farm in 
Shiawassee County, Michigan. My schooling was started there ina 
one room eight grade school house. When I was eight years old 
my Tonsils were removed under a local anesthesia. The doctor 
had a slight accident and I swallowed one of the Tonsils; So you 
see Iam a cannibal. 

In the winter when I was nine years old my family moved 
to Moss Point, Jackson County, Mississippi to live. I soon 
developed a severe case of German Measels which was nearly my 
finish. 

My family only stayed nine months in the South and then 
came back north. While we were living in Bay City, Michigan my 
father (Reuben Earl) developed his skill as a cabinet and stair 
builder and I continued to go to school. While living in Bay City, I 
also had a short stay with an Uncle in Flint while my brother was 
recovering from Scarlet fever. This put me in school in Flint, 
Michigan. 

In the year 1926 the family moved to Detroit, Michigan 
where I finished my education. I went two years to north 
western high school then five years to the University Detroit from 
which I was a graduate in 1932 with the degree of BEE, While I 
was still in school I met my wife to be and we were married in 
March 1929. 

The marriage to Eunice Free Wellington has survived to this 
day and has brought me much, three children two daughters and 
a son, all living in this area. Our children have given the wife and 
I five grandchildren. It was in 1933 a year after finishing school 
before I found my job which was to last thirty four years. I went 
to work for American Blower Corp as a Test Engineer. Two years 
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in the plant then into the home office sales Dept where the war 
kept me for Ten years. I was then put out in the field as regional 
merchandise sales manager. After fifteen years in the field I was 
again returned to the home office sales dept where I finished 
thirty four years with the Corp. In the time the employer 
changed name about three times, the final official name was the 
Industrial Division of American Standard Corp. In the year 1979 I 
was invited to visit Retired Mens Fellowship Club. What I saw 

and heard so impressed me that I sought to become a member 
and was accepted then. In the year 1981 I was privileged to serve 
as president of the Retired Mens Fellowship Club which little job 
gave me another chance to help you all my friends. This is my life 
to date.

Note: Edward had two brothers, Ernest R. who married, but never 
had any children. The second and oldest of the three was Linwood 
Grierson Hoisington who died two months short of his 3rd 
birthday in 1908. He is buried in Vernon, Shiawassee County, 
Michigan in Greenwood Cemetery which is located on Washington 
Avenue. Along with Adah Beulah Cudaback Hoisington, her 
husband Reuben Earl Hoisington, Walter Scott Cudaback and his 
first wife Nellie Marion Burr Cudaback, Mary Frances Grierson 
Cudaback, and some of her children. The father of Reuben Earl 
Hoisington was Edward Jack Hoisington. 
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son writes brief family history.

Probable the first Grierson in this family under 
consideration came from around Glasgow, Scotland. He is believed 
to have arrived in the United States about the year 1800. It 
seems he was a wandering type. He was murdered while 
prospecting in the West. He fathered two children. John William 
& a daughter. The daughter died young and un-married. John was 
born; June 10th, 1819 & was orphaned young. At age six he was 
apprenticed to a carpenter. At about age 30 he lived around 
Washington D.C., there he met and married a 14 year old girl 
named Seeley. 

John William Grierson obviously inherited the desire to 
travel, for he and his family moved to Mississippi. From the 
evidence available, he may have arrived just after the Civil War. 
He settled around Vancleave, Mississippi. 

The second child of my great-great-grandfather was named 
John William Walter Grierson. He became a carpenter and a fair 
architect. His statue was not great, but he was a hot tempered 
sort. More than likely he lost many battles as he took to the 
bottle rather often. He married a woman named Robinson. They 
had three children, Lyman, Mary, and John Robinson. 

John Robinson Grierson was my grandfather. He too became 
a carpenter, although not the calibre (sic) of his father. 
Grandfather leaned more towards machinery and became 
somewhat known for his design and construction of Sawmills. 
With the passing of the sawmills, grandfather turned to millwright 
work in maintenance. 


Note: John William Grierson became a mormon in 1842 and it was 
to further direct the events of his entire life. He married Martha 
Teresa Ann Seeley on March 20th, 1850 in the District of 
Columbia. Her Aunt and Uncle lived there. They left there directly 
after their wedding and traveled to Beaver Island, Michigan in the 
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great mormon movement that swept across the country and in 
Europe bringing thousands and hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants to America. They left Beaver Island and traveled to 
Ohio, more than likely this move was related to matters of their 
religious convictions. On June 15th, 1851 their first child was born 
to them a girl, Mary Frances Grierson. Mormon legend has it that 
John came south in 1852. By September 16th, 1854 he had 
established himself and family by purchasing property for his 
family in Hansboro, Harrison County, Mississippi. By this time he 
had two children as John William Walter Grierson was born on 
May 22nd, 1854 in Hansboro, Harrison County, Mississippi. He left 
Harrison County in 1860 and must have traveled to Augusta, 
Perry County, Mississippi as records indicate that three of his 
children were born there. Then came the Civil War. John William 
Grierson mustered late in the War with Captain: Gonzalez on May 
20th, 1864 out of Perry County, Mississippi. He may have finished 
out the duration of the War. By 1872 he is found in Three Rivers 
as Justice of the Peace. By 1878 he has established himself in 
Moss Point, Miss and brings in Missionaries from Florida to begin 
a new church building in the Three Rivers Community. In came 
the Mormons. Their troubles had only begun.

Dear Mr. Grierson: 
Thank you for your letter of the 12th. 


I checked the basic records of the Church, including the Chronicles of Voree, and the Beaver 
Island Record, the 1854 Census, the list of people who brought offerings in July 1852, the Beaver 
Island Tithing Account Book, and the list of people who contributed toward the costs of defending 
James J. Strang in 1852, and have not found any information yet on John W. Grierson. The name 
however, seems familiar. Unfortunately, there is no comprehensive name index of the records or 
of the Church newspapers. AsI browse through the old records, I will continue to search for the 
Griersons. Martha Grierson is listed among Beaver Islanders in one modern iist compiled by 
another person, but I am not sure what original source the name was derived from. 


Oh! Ichecked one more source. I remembered that James J. Strang travelled to Washington, 
D. C. in 1850, so I checked the Voree Gospel Herald during that period. I see that John W. 
Grierson paid $2.00 for an annual subscription to the Herald receipted in the Herald on 31 January 
1850. Strang was in Baltimore until at least 31 January 1850. The issue of 16 May 1850 says, "A small 
company of saints (twelve in number) left Washington, D. C., on the 2d inst. for Beaver Island." The. 
issue of 23 May 1850 contains the minutes of a conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, held in the City of Baltimore on the 16th and 17th days of March 1850. The minutes 
opened one afternoon with "Prayer by Bro. Grierson." 


On 22 November 1849, in the issue of 6 December 1849, Charles J. Douglas wrote "Last Sunday 
Bro. Adams preached three sermons in Washington, to large congregations. Bro. Grierson, one 
of the Seventies, lives there, and is laboring constantly to get up an interest of hearing." 


On 6 March 1860, in the issue of 28 March 1850, George J. Adams wrote: 


The great cause is prospering everywhere throughout the east and south; even 
in Washington city we have raised up a branch—a place where we never could get 
a foothold before. We have four Elders laboring in the great cause at the Capital 
and the surrounding towns. A number will go from there to Beaver this spring. 
Our cause is prospering everywhere. God has raised up many able and faithful 
Elders in this region, who will soon go forth into the vineyard and labor for the 
kingdom. Weare baptizing some every week. They all have the spirit of gathering 
to Beaver. 
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I was at Washington three Sundays. The church in Washington is in a flourishing 
& condition, and constantly increasing. While there I received much kindness from 
numerous distinguished men, and enlisted several in favor of a just and free 
distribution of vacant lands among all the landless, for a perpetual inheritance, 
according to the principles of the law of God. 


Well this took some research. I will keep searching. In the meantime, if you want some 
background information on the settlement on Beaver Island, where they made their home, I 
enclose a book list and a catalog of reprints from the Joseph Smith period of Church history. 


Where did you get your information about John W. Grierson being on Beaver Island and being 
converted in Washington? Perhaps you have his journal or other family records. Can I obtaina 
photocopy of the information you have, so that I can assist other family members?

Re: Heman Smith correspondence - I have made a copy of the index cards 
for the time period, and have checked each one until his mission assignment 
changes. I have made copies of those that mention either Grierson or Three 
Rivers branch. I did not copy the one you already have, Vol. 25:27, 1877. 

I think you will get a little more insight into church activities at the time. 


Re: John Grierson letters - No, there are none extant written by him, 
only those published in the church’s publications and histories. I have 
already sent you all that I could locate using our indexes. I am enclosing a 
photocopy of Vol. 4:229-230 of History of the Church, regarding J. W. 
Grierson. This is the only reference I can locate in the Church History for 
him. I have checked our Archival holdings and there is nothing from Grierson. 
I have checked the Journal of History, and find no reference to Grierson. So 
I have pretty well exhausted what is available. 


I have previously in our correspondence checked all the references to 
Three Rivers Branch in MS. and found nothing.

My Dear Daughter, ( Mary Frances Grierson Cudaback ) 


I have thought it nothing but right for me to write to 
you, as you are old enough to receive & write letters now. I hope 
that by this time you are able to write yourself. I want you to 
write to me all the news that is going about home. I have nothing 
very new to write about. The Yankee's have been out to Jackson 
again, but I heard yesterday that they had been driven back 
again. There has been some fighting done there, but to what 
extent I cannot say. The People threw here were much alarmed 
lest the Yankee's should pay them another visit. There was a fight 
some 30 miles below this place last Monday, there was some 15 of 
our men killed and some 70 of the enemy, besides a number of 
Negroes. The Yankee's were driven back to the river. This is all 
the war news that I have at this time. I am very anxious to hear 
from home, it is now nearly two months since I left home, and I 
have not heard a word from there. I have been looking for David 
Nicholas to come by this way, but I fear he has gone the other 
way. I have heard nothing from your Uncle since he left here, 
which will be two weeks Sunday. He promised to write to me from 
Jackson, Mississippi. 

For the last day or two I have not been very well, but Iam on 
my feet, keep moving about. I do not want to get sick here. We 
have been short on something to eat. Some person stole a ham of 
meat from us last Monday night, it was all we had. I had just 
withdrew it on Monday, it was our rations for 10 days. there was 
7 pounds of it. Meal we have plenty. We will not get any more 
meat until next Wednesday, that is a long time to do without 
meat, but we can not help ourselves. We have nothing to buy 
with, there is no one, but those who have tried it know what a 
Soldier has to suffer, altho (sic) Iam much better off here than I 
would be if I was in the Army a marching every day and standing 
guard at night. You all must treat the soldiers very kindly, 
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remembering that your father is one. I hope it may not be long 
before I shall see you all again. I send you a piece of Poetry, take 
good care of it, itis very beautiful. You must be kind to your 
brothers and sisters My Dear Mary, as well as to your Mother. I 
want to have a good report of you when I come home. I shall 
write often to you and your Mother. You must give my love to all 
my friends. I shall be very glad to hear from them. I want to 
know how you all are getting on in regard to something to eat, 
have you a plenty? The prospect is very flattering for a fine crop 
this summer in this section of country. do not fail to write soon. 
From your Father.

Robert is the son of 
Walter Harold Cudaback (Named after Walter Harold Grierson) 
grandson of Walter Scott Cudaback, and great-grandson of Eli Ford 
Cudaback & Mary Frances Grierson. Mary F. Grierson was the 
daughter of John William Grierson, my great-great-grandfather 
who was born: June 12, 1819 in Georgetown, D.C., he died on 
December 27th, 1901 at 7:10 a.m. in Moss Point, Jackson County, 
Mississippi and was buried in the Union Cemetery.
